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This  report  was  formerly  known  as  the  Seed  Analysis  Report.  The 
title  has  been  changed  to  Seed  Report  so  that  it  could  better  include  more  of 
the  activities  done  by  the  Botany  and  Seed  Division.  It  is  hoped  that  these 
changes  will  make  this  report  more  useful  to  all. 


The  Pennsylvania  Seed  Act  was  enacted  to  regulate  the  selling  of  agri- 
cultural, vegetable,  flower,  tree  and  shrub  seed  and  mixtures  for  seeding 
purposes,  and  requires  certain  information  to  be  printed  on  a  tag  or  label 
and  affixed  to  the  container  in  which  such  seeds  are  sold,  offered  for  sale  or 
transported  in  the  Commonwealth.  Very  good  seed  as  well  as  very  poor  seed 
may  be  sold  by  any  dealer  if  such  seed  is  correctly  labeled.  The  seed  tag 
is  the  consumer's  key  to  seed  quality.  The  actual  protection  that  he  gets 
under  the  seed  law  is  closely  related  to  the  attention  which  he  gives  to  the 
analysis  label. 

Growers  and  seedsmen  like  to  sell  high  quality  seed.  Yet  good  seed  is 
often  the  most  difficult  to  sell.  This  is  true  because  the  consumer  believes 
that  good  seed  costs  more.  It  is  true  that  the  grower  and  seedsmen  can  make 
more  money  by  selling  "bargain  seed",  but  the  consumer  suffers  by  buying 
the  so  called  "bargain  seed".  The  following  example  will  show  that  this 
statement  is  true:

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Thus  it  appears  that  the  bargain  price  is  not  a  bargain,  but  is  actually  the 
most  expensive  seed.   Good  seed  doesn't  cost  -  it  pays! 

Pure  Live  Seed  is  a  valuable  tool  but  not  an  infallible  guide.  In  some 
crops  purity  may  be  more  important  than  germination;  the  presence  of  cer- 
tain kinds  of  restricted  noxious  weed  seeds  may  be  so  potentially  harmful 
that  high  germination  is  not  importent.  Combine  pure  live  seed,  rate  of 
occurrence  of  restricted  noxious  weed  seeds,  a  knowledge  of  the  following 
terms,  the  advice  of  your  seedsmen  and  you'll  get  your  money's  worth  in 
seed: 

Labeling  Terms 

Pure  Seed  -  The  percentage  in  weight  of  the  kind  and  variety  labeled.  For 
example  in  Lot  A  above,  if  the  quantity  of  seed  weighed  100  pounds;  99.50 
pounds  of  the  weight  would  be  pure  seed. 

Other  Crop  Seeds  -  This  designates  the  percentage  of  other  agricultural 
seeds  present  in  the  lot. 

Inert  Matter  -  This  refers  to  anything  that  wont  grow  -  chaff,  stems,  broken 
seeds  (less  than  half),  etc. 

Weed  Seeds  -  This  is  the  percentage  of  seeds  classified  by  law  or  general 
usage  as  weeds. 

Noxious  Weeds  -  Weeds  are  not  just  weeds  -  some  are  worse  pests  than 
others.  These  are  designated  in  the  Rules  and  Regulations  under  the  Penn- 
sylvania Seed  Act.  The  names  and  rate  of  occurrence  per  pound  must  be 
listed. 

Germination  -  This  is  the  percentage  of  the  pure  seed  that  will  produce 
normal  plants  under  laboratory  conditions.  Under  field  conditions  this  per- 
centage could  be  slightly  lower. 

Hard  Seed  -  This  is  the  percentage  of  seed  found  in  legumes  that  remain  hard 
at  test  time.   They  will  germinate  later. 

Test  Date  -  This  is  the  date  the  germination  test  was  made. 

Origin  -  This  is  the  name  of  the  country  or  state  where  the  seed  was  grown. 

Treated  Seed -Seed  that  is  treated  with  a  poisonous  or  non-poisonous  materi- 
al must  be  marked  with  certain  information 

Responsibility  -  This  is  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  or  company  re- 
sponsible for  the  labeling. 
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SEED  ACT  ACTIVITIES 

Each  year  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Seed  Act,  inspectors  visit  seed 
vendors  throughout  the  State.  Seed  that  is  offered  for  sale  is  examined  for 
proper  labeling  requirements  and  samples  are  drawn  for  examination  and 
testing  in  the  Seed  Laboratory.  This  report  is  a  summary  of  the  activities 
of  the  Seed  Control  Program  from  July  1,  1966  to  June  30,  1967. 

During  this  inspection  period,  lots  of  seed  that  are  incorrectly  labeled 
are  placed  under  a  "Stop  Sale".  Duringthe  inspection  period  covered  by  this 
report  a  total  of  848  lots  of  seed  at  205  seed  vendors  were  placed  under  "Stop 
Sale"  for  various  reasons.  The  848  lots  of  seeds  involved  3641  containers 
of  seeds,  mostly  lawn  seed. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  inspectors  collected  the  follow- 
ing number  of  samples: 

1127  samples  of  agricultural  seed.of which  12.8% were  illegal  for  sale; 

185  samples  of  mixtures  of  agricultural  seeds,  of  which  42.2%  were 
illegal  for  sale; 

1014  samples  of  vegetable  seeds,  of  which  5.4%  were  illegal  for  sale; 

17  samples  of  tree  and  shrub  seeds,  of  which  52.9%  were  illegal  for 
sale; 

283  samples  of  flower  seeds,  of  which  4.9%  were  illegal  for  sale.

General  Information  (or  Seed  Vendors 

What  can  the  seed  vendor  do  to  see  that  his  seed  is  legal  for  sale? 
There  are  several  things  you  can  do.  If  you  have  any  carry-over  seed,  see 
that  it  is  retested  and  properly  relabeled.  When  you  buy  new  seed,  check 
the  label  to  see  if  it  is  correctly  labeled;  if  you  are  in  doubt,  contact  the 
Seed  Control  Official.  If  seed  is  placed  under  a  Stop  Sale  order  do  not 
remove  the  seed  from  your  premise  or  sell  it  untU  it  is  properly  released. 
If  you  sell  vegetable  seed  in  bulk,  see  that  every  jar,  bin  or  container  is 
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properly  labeled.  Do  not  over  stock,  it  is  better  to  run  out  of  seed  or  to 
order  more  seed,  than  to  have  a  lot  of  seed  left  at  the  end  of  a  selling  season. 
Get  acquainted  with  your  seed  inspector,  he  is  there  to  help  you  and  to  serve 
the  buying  public. 

If  you  are  not  positive  that  your  labeling  meets  the  requirements  of  the 
Seed  Act  or  you  would  like  a  copy  of  the  Pennsylvania  Seed  Act  and  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  under  the  Act,  write  to  the  Seed  Laboratory,  Bureau  of  Plant 
Industry,  Department  of  Agriculture,  2301  N.  Cameron  Street,  Harrisburg, 
Pennsylvania  17120. 

SEED  LABORATORY 

The  Seed  Laboratory  is  maintained  to  aid  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
Seed  Act  and  also  to  perform  a  service  for  the  seedsman  and  farmer.  The 
seedsman  needs  information  to  be  able  to  label  his  seed  for  sale  and  the 
farmer  needs  information  on  how  he  should  plant  his  seed.  All  this  informa- 
tion is  available  from  laboratory  tests.

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The  facilities  of  the  Seed  Laboratory  were  used  by  Pennsylvania  farmers, 
home  owners,  seedmen  and  other  State  Departments  who  submitted  2391 
samples  for  testing. 

SEED  CERTIFICATION 

The  purpose  of  seed  certification  is  to  maintain  and  make  available  to 
the  public,  sources  of  high  quality  seeds  and  propagating  materials  of  supe- 
rior varieties  so  grown  and  distributed  as  to  insure  genetic  identity. 

Seed  that  carries  the  certified  tag  is  checked  again  and  again.  It  is 
checked  in  the  field  when  best  seen  for  such  qualities  as  varietal  purity, 
presence  of  noxious  weeds,  and  plant  diseases.  Hybrid  corn  is  checked 
many  times  for  proper  production  procedure.  Each  year  it  is  necessary 
to  reject  seed  that  does  not  measure  up  to  the  quality  standards.  The  seed 
is  checked  again  after  it  has  been  harvested  and  cleaned.  Representative 
samples  are  thoroughly  checked  for  weed  seed,  noxious  weeds,  and  other 
crop  seed,  as  well  as  inert  matter.  The  seed  is  given  a  rigid  test  for  its 
viability  (germination). 

Pennsylvania  certification  does  not  imply  recommendation.  Variety 
recommendations  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Pennsylvania  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station. 

It  pays  to  buy  and  plant  recommended  varieties  of  Certified  Seed.

The  listing  of  violation  with  a  wholesaler  does  not  imply  a  judgment 
of  guilt  against  him.  The  vendor  of  the  seed,  usually  the  retailer,  is  legally 
responsible  for  its  condition,  but  the  retailer  cannot  be  justly  blamed  in  all 
cases  of  mislabeling. 

A  violation  is  classified  as  serious  or  technical.  A  serious  violation 
is  when  the  contents  are  not  within  tolerance  of  what  is  labeled.  A  technical 
violation  is  one  where  the  tagor  label  does  not  contain  all  the  information  as 
required  by  the  Seed  Act.

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LAWN  OR  TURF  GRASS  MIXTURE 


Certain  provisions  of  the  seed  law  are  designed  to  help  buyers  choose 
lawn  or  turf  grass  miKtures.  These  provisions  require  that  each  container 
of  lawn  mixture  be  labeled  to  indicate  the  kind  of  seed  in  the  mixture  and  the 
percentage  by  weight  of  each  kind.  The  ingredients  must  be  listed  under 
headings  that  reveal  the  texture  of  the  resulting  turf;  -  "Fine-Textured 
Grasses"  and  "Coarse  Kinds".  Do  Not  be  misled  into  thinking  that  all  fine 
textured  grasses  are  desirable  for  general  lawns.  Only  certain  varieties 
of  Kentucky  bluegrass,  and  certain  fine  leaved  perennial  rygrass,  creeping 
red  fescues  are  recommended  for  lawns  by  the  Pennsylvania  Agricultural 
Extension  Services.  All  Coarse  kinds  with  the  exception  of  limited  amounts 
of  redtop  are  undesirable  for  general  lawn  use.  Some  Fine  Textured  Grasses 
and  Coarse  kinds  not  suitable  for  lawns  have  great  value  for  specialized  use 
in  limited  areas  such  as  golf  courses  or  athletic  fields,  etc.. 

The  backbone  of  a  good  home  lawn  is  either  Kentucky  bluegrass  or 
creeping  red  fescues.  Kentucky  bluegrass  thrivesbest  on  highly  fertile  non- 
acid,  well  drained  soils  in  open  sunny  areas.  Creeping  red  fescue  is  toler- 
ant of  soil  acidity,  low  fertility,  droughty  soils  and  shade,  but  requires  good 
drainage.  There  are  a  number  of  varieties  of  Kentucky  bluegrass  and  creep- 
ing red  fescues  available,  some  are  better  adapted  than  others. 


It  is  false  economy  to  buy  a  mixture  containing  predominately  coarse 
kind  because  it  is  cheaper.  Lawn  seeds  vary  considerably  in  size.  An 
ounce  of  Kentucky  bluegrass  seed  contains  about  135,000  seeds.  An  ounce  of 
ryegrass  or  tall  fescue  seed  contains  only  about  14,000  seeds.  Since  only 
one  plant  can  come  from  one  seed,  it  is  apparent  that  a  pound  of  Kentucky 
bluegrass  seed  could  produce  many  more  plants  than  a  pound  of  ryegrass  or 
tall  fescue  seed.  The  only  time  a  fair  comparison  of  the  prices  of  two  brands 
of  lawn  seed  can  be  made  is  when  the  two  brands  involved  contain  exactly  the 
same  kinds  of  seed  in  the  same  proportions  of  the  same  quality. 

Although  good  seed  is  necessary  for  good  turf,  it  will  not  automatically 
produce  a  beautiful  lawn.    Proper  planting  and  care  are  also  necessary.

Quality  of  Pennsylvania  Grown  Forage  Seeds 

Dtiring  the  past  year  the  number  of  home  grown  forage  seed  samples 
received  by  the  Seed  Laboratory  was  the  same  as  the  previous  year.  This 
table  gives  some  indication  of  the  quality  of  seed  that  Pennsylvania  farmers 
are  growing  and  planting.  Many  of  the  lots  of  seed  considered  illegal  in  this 
table  have  been  recleaned  and  made  legal  for  sale.  Although  a  lot  of  seed 
may  be  legal  for  sale,  it  could  still  be  unfit  for  planting;  for  example,  low 
in  germination,  high  percentage  of  crop  or  weed  seeds  or  restricted  noxious 
weed  seeds.  Two  lots  of  red  clover  were  illegal  because  they  contained 
Canada  thistle  and  one  because  it  contained  1.55%  weed  seeds.  Three  lots 
of  timothy  were  illegal  because  they  contained  Canada  thistle  and  four 
because  they  had  excessive  weed  seeds  (1.31%,  3.11%,  4.68%  and  5.61%).

It  is  cheaper 
to  plant  weed  free  seed  than  to  spend  countless  dollars  later  trying  to  control 
weeds.  It  pays  to  have  home  grown  seed  properly  cleaned  and  laboratory 
tested.
